HULL STATES VIEWS 


ON HIGH TAX EVIL 


Speaker of Assembly, 
Candidate for 


Governor,. Declares 
Appropria- 


tions Should Be Curtailed. 


[SEBCIATi.TO TUB GAZETTE.] 


Madison, Wis., March 14.—Speaker 
Merlin Hull, of Black River Rills, 
who was here today, stated that he 
would be a candidate for the republi- 
can nomination for. governor at the 
September primaries. 
Mr. Hull said 
lie will issue statements embracing 
his views on appropriations, taxes, 
schools and other public questions, 
isot a topic of interest to the people 
of the state will be omitted from his 
curriculum of discussion, he declared 
Speaker Hull has been a member of 
the legislature for three terms, and 
at the last session was chosen its 
presiding 
officer. 
He 
has always 
been allied with the progressive ele- 
ment, but as an indepedent factor 
with views of his own on public ques- 
tions which he has not hesitated to 
discuss. 


For Tax Reduction. 


Speaker Hull answered inquiries 
today on his views respecting taxa- 
tion, a subject now engrossing public 
interest. 
"The only way to reduce state tax- 
ation is to reduce the appropriations " 
he said. "I have had definite ideas 
as to how state appropriations could 
have been made much lower without 
damage or injury to any" state institu- 
tion or department. In the three ses- 
sions of the 
legislature of which I 
have been a member, I have voiced 
my protest against certain appropria- 
tion bills and also the general sys- 
tem under which the appropriations 
are made. Appropriations too fre- 
quently have been increased without 
taking into cousiderStion the ordin- 
ary revenues of the state. I am posi- 
tive that reductions can be made in 
many ways, and I shal at an early 
date outline by views very fully so 
that the people can understand my 
position. Among other things, I have 
urged and voted for consolidation of 
some of the minor state departments 
I believe it is psssible thus to pro- 
mote ..economy without loss of 
effi- 
ciency. 


Better Accounting System. 


"The need of bettter systems of ac- 
counting has also been recognized, 
and should be adopted, but-no great 
relief from taxation can come from a 
mere change in methods of book- 
keeping. Reduce the appropriations 
to the proper level and the question 
of state taxation will be taken care 
of. 
Instead of appropriating lavish- 
ly and then taxing with equal liber- 
ality, the appropriations 
should 
be 
made according to the normal amount 
of revenue, and every department and 
institution should have a just propor- 
tion in the general scheme of eco- 
nomy."

Madison, Wis., March. 14.—The uni- 


versity's pant in running administra- 
tive affairs in the state government 
was criticised by State Superintend- 
ent C. P. Gary before the Satuiday 
Lunch club today. The 
university 


was the topic for discussion, and oth- 
er speakers included President C. R. 
Van Hise and Lynn S. Pease of Mil- 
waukee, a former .president of tiie 
Alumni association, who directed his 
remarks against certain 
tendencies 


of the extension department. 


Superintendent Cary saw 
danger 
on the educational .side of the univer- 
sity in its reaching out to carry on 
administrative work in many direc- 
tions. So far as it seeks to "run the 
affairs of the 
government," he 
de- 
clared, "it is in politics." 


University in Politics. 


Mr. Cary said: 
"There are many 
people in the 
state who are not satisfied with the 
university as it is at present man- 
aged. There is a widespread and 
rapidly growing feeling that the name 
"state university" is almost synony- 
mous with state politics. There is a 
belief that there has been a steadily 
growing capacity and desire on the 
part of the university to manipulate 
the state legislature about as it 
pleases; that it secures the enact- 
ment of legislation, tending to in- 
crease Hie importance and influence of 
the university specialist, particularly 
in the direction of commissions, trav- 
eling experts, and the like. 
"It is a fact well known by those 
who are in a position to observe, that 
every recent legislature that has con- 
vened 
in 
Madison has contained 
many members who expressed deter- 
mination at the beginning of the ses- 
sions—to "hold down" the university, 
but as the session drags its slow 
length along, seemingly prolonged If 
necessary, opposition vanishes practi- 
cally to the zero point. Then, near 
the close of the session, matters go 
with a rush. 
' 
. 


Sees Mistaken Policy. 


"In the brief time at my,disposal I 
wish to speak more particularly of 
certain othor lines of mistaken policy 
that have characterized our state in- 
stitution during the past ten years. 
Chief of these is the excessive^ and 
unreasonable relative importance at- 
tached to graduaie and research work 
as compared with regular college 
work. Moat-.of. the evils, within tuo 
university walls at • the present time 
may be traced to the false emphasis 
placed upon these two phases of uni- 
versity work. One result is- a large 
amount of cheap instruction in the 
freshman and sophomore classes by 
assistants who are paid 3ye. or six 
hundred dollars a year for" half-time 
instruction, and at the same time are 
working for higher degrees, or per- 
haps,' in a few instances, for the 
Bachelor's Degree. 
Some'fiwo years 
ago twenty-six per cent of tie-faculty 
was composed of these assistants. 
though some of them were confining 
their attentions strictly 
to 
labora- 
tory work rather than quizzing and 
instructing classes.-What the present 
ratio is I have not investigated, but 
there probably has been no decrease. 


Attitude of Regent". 


"In fact, there is no reason why, 
from the university point of view, 
there should not be a steady Increase, 
for, when the matter was called forci- 
bly to the attention of the university 
and the regents some two or three 
years ago by th-e state superintend- 
ent, resolutions and findings were 
drawn up in a very formal way in 
which it was asserted that the plan 
of employing assistants 
at the uni- 
versity is advantageous from 
the 
points of view of efficiency In instruc- 
tion, of producing scholars, 
and of 
effective use of funds. 
After stating 
that the assistants are a rapidly 
changing force, the resolutions recite 
that "the ability, qualifications, ex- 
perience and Mgh ambitions of the 
group of assistants; give better 
re- 
sults than could be obtained by a. 
fixed force, each of which is required 
to give his entire time to instruction- 
al work." which being interpreted 
means that young men who are on 
half pay and 
have been collected 
pretty largely at random from other 
educational institutions scattered over 
the United States and who are here 
to secure higher .degrees, and who 
stay but for a year or two at 
the 
most, prove '.o bet better instructors 
than the university could secure if it 
went out after men who already have 
their advanced degrees and are in- 
tending to make teaching their hie 
work. This is nothing short of an 
absurdity. 


Results of System. 


"But 
getting into the university 
men of this tyne brings about two re- 
sults; one is the releasing of the resr- 
ular professors from certains kinds 
of work that they may find irksome 
and at the same time the building 
up of the graduate school, so as to 
furnish work that may be more to 
the liking of many of the nrofessors. 
It is not surprising that the .univer- 
sity professors are tetter 
satisfied 
•with it than the students are, if one 
may judge by the spontaneous expres- 
sions one hears. 
. 
. - - • - . . . . 
"Personally. I nelteve that the col- 
leee. and particularly the College of 
Letters and Science, 
should be the 
very heart of our 
university, 
and 
that there should be in this college 
far more attention given to the de- 
velopment of character in the stu- 
dents. 


University Ambition*/ 


"A university should in no sense be 
an administrative' institution outsid* 
its own walls. 
And yet it would. 
seem our university is ambitious to 
carry on administrative work in many 
directions. A university should be 
strictly 
an educational 
institution. 
The moment -It determines- to run the 
affairs of the government or the af- 
fairs of the state, that moment it has 
crossed the danger line. : It is in poli- 
tics. Besides the mistake as to func- 
tion, It is furthermore true that uni- 
versity professors are selected on ra; 
basis of scholarship, not on a basis 
of administrative" ability, which in- 
volves good judgment rather than ex- 
tensive scholarship,; «nd .therefore 
they are likelir to be unfitted for the 
practical affairs ;of the-state."

Others believe 
that it IB because the thought of fu- 
ture punishment strikes .terror to peo- 
ple's'hearts, and therefore this doc- 
trine is repulsive to them. To others, 
the thought of Suture anguish seems 
utterly incompatible, with the father- 
ly love of God. Yet it is-acknowledged 
to. be a remarkable fact that ,both 
Jesus and John, who more than any 
one else in the New Testament rep- 
resent the element of love in their 
lives and teaching, speak most of the 
future anguish of the wicked. 


1 The wicked are said to "die In 


their Bins." 


John 8:21—"Then said Jesus again 


unto them, I go my way, and ye shall 
seek me, and shall die in your, sins." 
The "death" spoken of'here does:not 
mean cessation of existence any nrore 
than eternal life means .the beginning, 
of existence. 
Eternal life does not 


mean merely to live forever, but to 
live in a state of blessedness forever. 
Eternal life deals not so much with 
quantity as with quality of existence. 
Even In this life death can co-exlat 
•with life: 
"But she that llveth in 


pleasure is dead while she liveth" (1 
Tim. 
5:5); Eph. 2:1. What men call 


life God calls death. Rev. 21:8 de- 
scribes what "death" means: 
"But 


the fearful, and the unbelieving . . . 
shall have their part In the lake which 
biirheth with flre and brimstone: 
which is the second death." 


2. The wicked 'are not annihilated. 


The texts most strongly urged as 
teaching the annihilation theory, if 
rightly interpreted, will be seen to re- 
fer-to removal from off the earth, and 
not- to future retribution. Here are 
the- principal • pasBagee!--^"":™-!?'? ~* - 


Psa. 37:20—"But theSwiekei shall 


perish, and the enemies of the Lord 
shall be as the fat of lambs: they 
shall consume; into smoke they shall 
consume away." This psalm is writ- 
ten for the encouragement of,Israel, 
and against her enemies and their 
power on the 
earth. This ; earthly 


power shall be utterly broken,, and be 
of no more account than the smoke 
of a burnt sacrifice. The great truth 
tanfght here is that the earth is the 
inheritance of the saints, and that the 
wicked shall have no part in it: 


In speaking ot the "everlasting pun- 


ishment" with which the wicked will 
be visited, as recorded in 2 Thess. 1:9, 
the annihilationist would say that ref- 
erence Is made to the "results or con- 
sequences" of that punishment and 
not to the punishment itself.- But the 
Scriptures state that it Is the "punish- 
ment" itself, and not the conse- 
quences, that is everlasting. 


"What need is there of a resurrec- 


tion if the wicked are to be annihi- 
lated at death, or why should they be 
raised from the dead it only to be at 
once extinguished forever? 
Again, 


there is no such thing,, as "uncon- 
scious" punishment. You cannot pun- 
ish anything that is unconscious. Can 
you punish a stone or a house? Pun- 
ishment can take place only where 
there is consciousness on the part of 
the one suffering. 


3. The wicked axe to be punished. 


This punishment 1« eternal. We read 
of "eternal" or "everlasting" punish-; 
ment, "everlasting" fire. : It is object- 
ed that the word "eternal" or "ever- 
lasting" does not • mean "forever." 
This may be true. But we are, all 
willing to admit that when this word 
Qualifies the condition of the righteous 
It means forever, without end, e. g., 
the righteous shall go "into life eter- 
nal." The same word, however, quali- 
fies the punishment of the wicked, e. 
g., "these shall go away Into everlast- 
ing punishment." Fairness demands 
that" we make the Joy of the rlghteou* 
and the punishment of the wicked— 
both qualified as they are by the same 
word—of tbe same duration. -If there 
Is any end to the reward of 
the 


righteous, there is also to the penalty 
of the wicked: The one-lasts as long 
as the other. It "destruction" mean* 
•nnihilatiqn, then there is no need of 
the word "eternal" to qualify ltv Fur- 
ther the Scriptures present fhe pun- 
ishment of the wicked not • only a« 
"eternal" (or age-long), but as en- 
during "for ever and ever," or "unto 
the ages of the ages" (Rev. 19:3; 
20:10; 14:11, R. V.). Here Is a pic- 
ture of ages .tumblin* upon ages In 
eternal succession. 


.2.. "Fire."

help in using up left-over meatg. Take 
two cupfuls of boiled rice, two cup- 
fula of chopped or sliced meat that 
has been left from dinner, a cup of 
brpwn or cream sauce, on'e tablespoon- 
ful of chopped onion, one of parsley, 
a teaspoonful of salt and a few dashes 
of red pepper.
